It is not the
intent of this Act to change any renmedies in |aw regarding
the duty of providing |lateral support.

any of its officers, agents, or enployees shall be liable for

danmages for injuries or death to persons or danmage to

property caused by acts or onissions in the receipt,

recording, or transnmission of locate requests or other

(e) In joining the State-Wde One-Call Notice System a

If the locating is done at the request of

the owner of the facility wthout charge or fee and the

facility is msnarked and dananged, the person owning,

operating, or locating the underground utility facilities or

CATS facilities shall not be liable for any resulting injury,

death, or property dannge.

(h) Any residential property owner who fails to conply

with any provision of this Act and danmages underground

utility facilities or CATS facilities while engaging in

excavation or denolition on such residenti al property shal
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not be subject to a penalty under this Act, but shall be

liable for the damage caused to the owner or operator of the

damaged underground utility facilities or CATS facilities.

If a person owning or operating underground wutility

after receipt of the notice, shall so notify the person
engaged in excavation or denolition who initiated the notice,
unless the person who initiated the notice expressly waives
the right to be notified that no facilities are |ocated
within the excavation or denolition area. The notification
